The cavalry, which was 
five miles in the rear, had beentwice signaled 
by Gen, Graham to come to his assistance. 
At 7:30 they started, arriving on the field of 
action, after a difficult moonlight march, at 
9p.m. When they baited they found them- 
selves so close tothe Evyptians that the she Is 
went over them. A charge was ordered, and 
the Egyptians, who did not know of the 
presence of the cavalry, were soon dismayed.

THE HESING HOMICIDE.

‘Tucson, A. T., August 29.—The Star’s 
Magdaiena special says.A. C. Hesing was 
killed on the road from Hermosillo to Ei- 
ploma in Sonora by his body servant. Hesing 
had gone to Hermosillo to draw $2,000 to pay 
the hands in his mine on the Rancho Gabilan, 
and was prodeeding without escort.

A reporter of the Star was dispatched from 
Hermosillo yesterdayto the scene of the 
trigedy, and definite news will be received 
from him within the next twenty hours. The 
place where Hesing was kilied is a long dis- 
tance from the neare-t telegraph, and partic- 
ulars are difficult to obtain, as they can only 
be brough' by messengers. The news of the 
homicide first f»und its way to the public 
through Gov. Ortez, of Sonora, who conriders 
his information reliabie. The friends of 
Hesing here, however, distrust the intelli- 
es and b -pethat it mav preve unfouuded, 
There is, nevertheless, very littie ground for 
such hope,

“TI notice tbat your newspaper refers to me 
as a bolter. Now I never bolted the Repub- 
lican party in my :ife; but on one occasion [ 
did refuse my support toa nominee who was 
railroaded into the ticket, and whose record 
was not such as to warrant the support of 
anybody.” 

“Will vour comvention’’— 

“This fs not my convention atall. That is 
precisely where the newspapers make a mis- 
tche. J bave only acted in a clerical capaci 
in the matter, at the instigation of such gentle- 
men as Maj. A. W. Muilins, Senator Jacobs 
and others.” 

“You did not sign the eall?”

LONG BRANCH HOTEL ROBBERY. 


The Thieves Thought to be in St. Louis 
—List of the Plunder. 


The summer season at the various water- 
ing-places in the Atlantic States. is the field 
for many very heavy robberies by experts 
from all parts of the country. St. Louis has 
turned out some proficient thieves who have 
become celebrated in the Eastern cities as well 
asathome. Day before yesterdav the Chief 


of Police received a letter from the Pinkerton 
Detective Agency in Chicago giving the par- 
ticulars of a big robvery which occurred in 
the West Eod Hovei at Long Branch, New 
Jersey, and sending a list of the articles stoJen 
and a description of the supposed robbers. 
From the description of the men it is thought 
in police circles that ove of them at least is a 
St. L uis crook named Gus Canton, Canton 
is one of the most successful _ hotel 
thieves in the country and has operated in 
nearly all of tne larger towns in the United 
States. A few vears ago he got away with a 
big lot of jewelry from a traveling man who 
was stopping at the Planters’ House. The 
men are now supposed to be in St. Louis and 


they are being daily searched for by 
the fly.cops. §No definite clue 
to their whereabonts has been found, 


but the descriptions furnished Jeads the 
flv-cops to presume the robbers are St. Louis 
men. The robbery occurred at aboyt noon 
on the 18 h in-tant at the hotel, and is wha’ 
is Known in police pariance as “sneak work, 
the men having entered the rooms over tran- 
soms and by the use of “outsiders”? during 
the apsence of the occupants.

BAD WATER. 


One of the Drawbacks to a Military 
Campaigu in Egypt. 
From tne London Times. 

In campaigning, as in many states of home 
life,one of the most important elements in 
the preservation of health is the purity of 
the water used for drinking; and this is a 
matter which will cali for the most gedulous 
care from those in authority. The legends 
of ancient warfare touching the eff cis of 
wells poisoned by theenemy poin',we may be 
very sure, towaids poisoning which was ia 
reality eaaerignnns but whicn wag 
brought about by the passage of refuse 
into unguarded sources of supply—a condi- 
tion to which the E giish and French were 
mainly indebted for the sickness which 
prevailed among them in the Crimea, 
The thirst of men who are  wmarch- 
ing or fighting is often such as to compel a 
disregard of all precautions; hut the water 
supply of the camp should admit of reguia- 
tion, and the boiling and filtration of water 
that would otherwise be dangerous should 
receive as much attention as the cooking of 
food. We have latelv calied attention toa 
danger incidental to Eg: ptian water, which 
is a special one—namely the bematuris 
which is liable to be produced bv 4 parasite 
contained in smal! fresh-water molluces, and 
named after its discoverer, Bilha'zisa. The 
presence of this creature adds another 
reason for precaution to tnose already men- 
tioned; but, fortunately, its hosts may be 
excluded by the u~e of the filter al ne. It is 
supe: fluous to point out that the experience 
of the Asbantee war was conclusive against 
the issue of a spirit ration, and that total 
abs'inence, which in temperate climates is 
chiefly to be advocated upon moral or econom- 
ical grounds, becomes in hot countries ,one of 
the most valuable safeguards of beaith. The 
staple food in bot ¢ -untries,moreover, should 

ofa less stimulating character, and mr

FASHIONABLE VICE. 


An Opium Parlor Patronized by Fair 
Poiladeiphiaus. 
From the Philadelpnia Times, 

Mrs. Ka'e Chisum is the proprietress of the 
only opium parlor in the city. She resides in 
a stns!i, unpreiending brick house on Mouat 
Vervou sireet, afew doors from Tenth. A 
sijver plaie on the door bears her name, but 
there is uo utber indication that the house is 
inpabited. Toe green blinds are always kept 
closed aud (he dvoris only opened for the 
patrons of [be piace, Who silentiy come and 
go. Mrs. Coisom is @ pale, retined-looking 
woman of avvut 35 years, aud her appearance 
does not indicate a Victims of Lhe opium habit. 
A» far as Could be seen in a hasty inspection 
of the three rooms Oa the first floor, the in- 
terior of the house is furn shed witha luxury 
rarely allemvpted in a house of the kind. The 
wails are rich in gildiog and decoration; on 
the fours are heavy Turkish and Persian 
rugs, and slalueliés, pictures aad bric-a-brac 
are scattered about ia every direction. 
‘“Theroum3s used for smoking are up- 
stairs,’’ said Mrs, Chisum yesterday, ‘‘and of 

course can notlet you see them; but you 
can judge by these that no expense has beeu 
spared io filting up the house. I came to 
Poilsdelphia on the 15h of last February, 
aud [ am quite satisfied that I shali do very 
weilbere. My customers are constantly in- 
creasing, and among them aresome of the 
weaithiest- ladies io the city.’’ Oa being 
questioned abuvut her antecedeuts Mrs.

Profits of Cattle-Raising. 
Colorado Letter tu New york Times. 


But to return to the ranch. Our host 
picketed his horse, dropped hig sombrero, 
and proceeded tolizhta firein the stove. 
While he peeled the potatoes aud fried the 
pork for dinner he offered some general ex- 
Diapations of the business. Most of the cattle 
here were o iginally brought from Texas. 
Formerly $15 wasa fair price, but now the 
cattle-be ders pay from $20 to $25 for a year- 
ling to $30 or $35 tur a2-year-old or3-year-old 
Steer. iLhev are fed on the rica Kansas 
grasses for from one to three 
years, according to their age when bought. 
Whea sold to the commission men they 
brivg from $45 to $65. Most of the herders 
are freely crossing their cattle with Durnam 
and Herefoid stock, and this results in high 


Stani i crease, tue pretits will ve seen to be 
very large. Probably there is no business 
except mining in which so large fortunes 
have been made so rapidiy as in cattie-rats- 
ing. This has become patent to foreiga capi- 
taists. The Prairie Cattle Company of Col- 
orado, said to have the largest herd under 
one ownership in the world, is controiled by a 
syndicate of Seo chmen, and the dividends 
last year were 30 per cent. Many Eoglish- 
men here, as well asin Colorado, have in- 
Vested their capital, and the British Society 
of Kan-as vounts ai Jarge member- 
sbip. Whben our young herde:-—turned cook 
—had piaced the repast on the table, he began 
tu throw cid water on the romantic views of 
tife on the plains with which a morniog gal- 
lop on the prairies inspires an E.stera man. 
He spoke of the incessant and tedious watch- 
ing of the cattle night and day throughout the 
year; the herders when on the range trans- 
p -rting their provisions in a wagoa, cooking 
their own food, and at night relieving eacao 
other in two-hour watches to keep the cattie 
from stampedirg. But his kindling eye when 
be spvke vf the ‘*rvund-ups” showed tnat 
the excitements of his life held their 
fascination. In the spring the cattle are 
driven together at some c nvenient point.

It 
is semething Worth seeing to witness a skill- 
ful herder throw the lasso. You ask him to 
catch a steer by the hind leg. He starts his 
pony ona gallop, cutsa steer out from the 
nerd, the pony following the turns of the 
animal like a greyhound, then waving his 
lasso around his head throws it so that the 
ioop falis just before the steer’s hind leg, 
which enters it just as the loop 1s puiled up. 
[he pony keeps oo, for a sudden stop would 
snap the pommel of the saddie to which the 
lariatis attached. but despite the struggles 
of the steer it is forced to bite the dust. [he 
berder wiil catch any leg or drop the rope 
over the horns and with another turn bring 
it up over the nose, making acomplete halter, 
while both pony and steer are running at the 
top of their speed.

The 
Mamelukes dashed themselves sgainst the 
serried squares of French iofanury, fluag 
their discharged pistols in .the faces of 
the grenadiers, and tried to wrench 
away the oay nets with their bare hands, 
while even the wounded dragged themselves 
along ‘he grouna to hack with thefr short 
swords at the !imbs of the soldiers.

Utilization of Solar Heat. 
Paris Correspondeace Lwndon Times. 

At a popular fete in the Tuileries Gardens 
I was struck with an experimeat which seems 
deserving of the immediate attention of ‘he 
Evglish public and military authorities. 
Amoug the attractions of the fete Was an ap- 
paratus for the concentration aod utilization 
of solar heat, and, though the sun was nt 
very brilliant, I saw this apparatus set ia mo- 
tion a printing machine which printed sev- 
eral thousand copies of a specimeo news- 
paper eatitied tne Soleil Jouraal. The sun’s 
rays are concentrated in a reflector, which 
moves at the same rate as the sun and heais 
a vertical boiler setting the motive steam 
engine at work. As may be supposed, the 
only object was to dem nstrate the possi- 


bility of utilizing the concentrated 
heat of the solar rays; but 
I closely@examineda it, because the ap- 


paratus seems capable of great utility in ex- 
isting circumstances. Herein France, iu- 
deed, there is a radical arawback—the sun is 
often vverclouded. Thousands of years ago 
the idea of utiliziog the solar rs:ys must have 
suggested itself, and thereare still savage 
tribes who know no other mode of comobus- 
tiov; but the scientific application has hich- 
erto been lacking. ‘This void this apparatus 
will fillup. About fifteen years ago Prof. 
Mouchon, of Tours, began constructing such 
an apparatus, and his experiments have beea 
continued by M. Pifre, who has devoted much 
labor and expense to realizing M. Mouchun’s 
idea. A company has nowcome to his aid 
and bas constructed a number of apparatus 
of different sizes at a factory which might 
speedily turn out a large number of them. It 
is evident thatin a country of uninterrupted 
sunshine the boiler might be heated in thirty 
or forty minutes. A portable apparatus 
could boiltwo and one-half quarts an hour, 
four gallons a day, thus sup- 


or, say 
plying by} distillation or ebullition = six 
or eight men. The apparatus caus 


be easily carried on &® man’s back, and op 
condition of water, even of the worst quality, 
being obtainable, good drinking and cvoking 
water is insured. M. de R-uganmond, a 
young scientific writer, has just published an 
jateresting volume on the invention. I was 
able yesterday to verify his statements, for I 
saw cider made, a pump set in motion, and 
coffee made—ia short, the caloric ac:ion of 
the sun superceding that offuel. The appa- 
ratus, no doubt, has not yet reached perfec- 
tion, but as it is it would enable the soldier 
in India or Egypt to procure in tae field good 
water and to cook his food rapidly. The in- 
vention is of especial importance to E gland 
just now, but, even when the Egyptian que:=- 
tionis settled, the Indian troops might find 
it of inestimable vaiue. Red tape should fur 
onee be disregarded, and a competent com- 
mission forthwith sent to 30 Rue d’Assas, 
with instructions to report immediately, for 
every minute saved may avvid suffering 
fur Englishmen fighting abroad for their 


country. 


Queen Victoria’s Income, 
Cor.

THE CAVALRY IN EGYPT. 

Wein America have already had food for 
reflection and comparison afforded us on the 
questions of armored ships and heavy ord- 
nance by the recent doings of the British 
Navy in Alexandria, and further opportunity 
for study and education will no doubt be of- 
fered us as lone as the Egyptian campaign 
lasts, and in discussing martial matters we 
may perhaps best look into the composition 
of the cavalry of WOLSELEY’sS army a8 cOm- 
pared with that of our own and other coun- 
tries. The dead and gone CUSTER, the MU- 
RAT and typical sabreur of the United States, 
held that the saber was the queen of weap- 
ons for the cavalryman. He thought that 
the moral effect of a cavaly charge was all 
in all to an army, and that close coutact with 
his enemy was the mission of a trooper. In 
this respect his views differed with those of 
many other Generals of either side, most of 
them holding that cavalry should be used 
rather asa mobile infantry than as adhering 
to the ancient traditions of the functions 
proper to cavalry. At the present moment 
the armament and the drill of our 
cavalry alike lead to the conclusion that 
its utility depends simply upon its 
mobility, and that tothis latter quality the 
advantages obtainable from the longer ranged 
rifles of infantry are subordinated. For the 
present, and until Lois wiped out or ren- 
dered thoroughly bucolic, the consideration 
may be wisely held all-powerful, but the mil- 
itary student, as well as the patriot, who 
looks forward to the most nebulously possi- 
ble contingencies, will do well to glance at 
what the world of the other hemisphere con- 
siders to be the proper role of duty for the 
mounted arm of its services. 

Germany has formed its Uhlansin such a 
style that its cavalry has fairly become the 
eyes and ears of its armies. No ad- 
vance Was ventured in the Franco-Prussian 
war till the ublans had traversed square 
miles upon square miles of front and, though 
seldom inflicting slaughter on the enemy, 
the glory of the light riders in the advance 
on Paris was not dimmed by even the splen- 
did crop of laurels earned by the Bavarian 
infantry or the Prussian guards. 

But a very few years before this great 
campaign, and the part played by the Prus- 
sian cavalry was not comparable with that 
assigned to the bulk of the army, the in- 
fantry. Konniggratz, the crowning defeat of 
the Austrians, settled the question of the 
possible utility of cavairyin modern tactics 
forever, and VON MOLTKE’S study became 
from that moment, not whether horse 
could be dispensed with, or’ reduced to a 
minimum in number, but howto make an 
improvement which might lead to even more 
magnificent results than those obtained by 
the Austrian cavalry in that great battle, 
where 11,000 troopers rode up and checked 
the victorious Prussians, who had just scat- 
tered BENEDICT’sS infantry to the winds. 
This cavairy charge, and this alone, gave the 
Austrians time for terms and saved their 
capital from the disgrace of occupation. The 
French cavalry have not had too greata 
chance of earning distinction; yet, if we cast 
our memories back to ’71, and think of Sedan, 
where the Chasseurs d’Afrique and cuiras- 
siers accepted the self-denying death so often 
demanded of that branch of the service, and 
died in well-dressed* waves, we know that 
even the poor-riding Frenchman may be of 
use to a force when no other kind of soldier 
can check an advance, pursue, or discover 
what dangers lurk in the van or rear of an 
army. 

Turning to the present state of affairs in 
Egypt, we are not only left to see what the 
next few weeks will bring forth in proof of 
the utility of cavalry, but are also confront- 
ed with the spectacle of the most curious 
conglomeration of thatarm of the service 
that hasever been seen in any country or 
campaign. 

No other country in the world mounts 
a cavalry of the same avoirdupois as the 
First and Second Life Guards and the Blues 
—the three regiments that form the British 
Household Cavalry—and no army in the 
worid, save that of Anglo-India, possesses 
troopers so light as those of the irregular 
cavalry regiments of that marvelous peuinsu- 
la, yet the two systems are at this moment 
working side by side under Sir GaRNET 
WOLSELEY in Egypt. The marebing weight 
of the average English dragoon or hussar is 
250 pounds, thatof the Life-Guardsman at 
least 300, whilst that of the Sikh trooper of 
tne Bengal Lancers, whom we may take to be 
representative of the Indian contingent, is 
not over 120 pounds all told. The vast 
physique of the Life-Guardsman carries with 
jt a weight which will tell upon the powers 
of his black, Lincolnshire-bred horse, 
who is for the first time in his history 
subjected to a burning Eastern sun, whilst 
the wiry Kattywar, Punjaubes or Deccan 
horse which carries one of § those 
troopers made so famous of old by Hopson, 
will revel in the sun and fairly shout for his 


cats at night when tethered to his picket. 
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Keen as the ponderous Briton may be to get 
at Bedoo or at Mameluke, a few days will 
wear his mount to death, whilst the Indian 
trooper, who fs to the full as keen for fight as 
the Guardsman, will fiod his wiry “country- 
bred’? improving in condition with each 
day’s march. Though we have hitherto 
mentioned the Household Cavalry only, it re- 
mains that a somewhat lighter set ef men 
than they have also landed in Egypt from 
Eogland. These are what are known as 
adragoon guards, of which there are seven 
regiments, composed of men smaller than 
those of the Household Cavalty, yet heavier 
than the English lancers or hussars. The 
employment of these sons of ANAK alone 
from the British base is explainable only 
from the fact that Ireland now demands so 
many regiments of light horse that eheavy 
cavalry only remained available for Egypt, 
where, if they can get at the enemy, they will 


| doubtless deal ponderous blews, though the 


cream of the real cavairy work will doubtless 
tall to the Sikh and other Indian cavairy. 

How patent this already is may be judged 
of by the reports of cavalry work near 
Ismailia during the last few days. 
The British contingent cavalry are com- 
manded by Drury LOWE, a very smart 
officer who has served all his mili- 
tary life in the Seventeenth Lancers, 
whilst the Indian cavalry branch is 
under Gen. WILKINSON, a scientific officer 
whose service has been partly in the infantry, 
partly in the Sixteenth Lancers. The former 
could scarcely move out of Ismailia last week 
on acsount of the “want of condition of his 
horses” after their Mediterranean voyage, 
whilst the recent telegrams inform us that 
Gen. WILKINSON escorted by the Thirteenth 
Benga! Lancers] (formerly the First Regi- 
mentof Hopson’s famous Horse), marebed 
from Suez the same moment the regiment 
landed, and reached Ismailia, a distance of 
nearly sixty miles, and over verrible sandy 
roads, in ieas than two days. 

Such a fact alone will insure a revolution 
in the composition of the English cavalry in 
the future. The mounted arm’s share in 
yesterday’s battle of Kassassin will not mili- 
tate with such a charge, sine it was confined 
to the British-born cavalry, who gallantly 
upheld the traditions of their service and 
their birth-place. But, effective as they 
were, their successful charge, which would 
have gladdened CUSTER’s heart, can not be 
accepted as disproof of the theory of light 
weights for cavalry, and indeed we think 
that they were mainly indebted to darkness 
for their victory, since had it been lignt 
enough for the Egyptian gunners to see their 
advance,it is prubable they would have with- 
drawn their guns rather than fave cold 
steel. The engagement is further note- 
worthy from the fact that the mounted 
infantry policy of rifle shooting which com- 
menced the action was vromptly discarded 
on his arrival by Gen. Lowe for the gallop 
and the charge. Inthe present it will be of 
interest to all of us, not to see how far the 
Sikh can outmarch the ‘Englishman, but 
whether he is really of the fighting quality 
that will warrant Great Britain’s putting 
him, inthe perhaps not too far off future, 
against the Russian, Frenchman or Italian. 
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THE night attack of the Ezyptians on the 
British at Kassassin was probably a mere 
reconnoissance. ARABI is aware that his 
flank and rear communications are exposed 
to attack from columns converging on Zan- 
zig by way of the caravan roads from Kare- 
tara and from Suez by way of Belbays, as 
well as from Ismailia. He bas an entrenched 
camp at Es Salibiveh, twenty miles across 
the desert from Kantara, on the caravan 
road from the latter point to Tel e) Kebir, 
where he also has an entrenched camp, with 
railroads from Zagazig to both of these 
camps. They are on the edge of the 
cultivated lands, with nothing but a sandy 
desert between them and the Suez Canal. 
ARABI is doubtless watching all of these 
routes with a shrewd suspicion that the fus-y 
demonstration along the route from Ismailia 
to Zagazig may bea mere feint to divert at- 
tention from columns marching on Zagazig 
by routes flanking Tel el Kebir. We hear 
nothing about the columns stationed at Kan- 
tara, nothing about the large army which hag 
probably been landed ere this at Suez from 
India. It was therefore necessary for ARABI 
to feel the strength ofthe detachment at Kas- 
sassin, which is about half way from Ismailia 
to Tel el Kebir and about one-third of the 
wav from Ismailia to Zagazig. If Woxsr- 
LEY’s strategy includes nothing but a direct 
advance on Zagazig by way of Tel e] Kebir 
fromthe east, while the force at Alexandria 
amuses ARABI in that quarter, the latter 
should be able to move and concentrate his 
forces on the lines of railroad held by him 
with every strategic advantage in his favor. 
It wiiltake buta small force to bottle up 
the British troops at Alexandria or impede 
their southward advance, and, with rail- 
roads converging from all parts of the Delta 
on the line from Zagazig to Cairo, ARABI 
should be able to give battle on his own 
terms to an enemy approaching from the 
desert. Heis liable at any moment, how- 
ever, to find the line between Zacazig and 
Cairo in the possession of a column which the 
dispatches are not saying anything about at 


present. . 
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IT is no part of our business to furnish 
gratuitous suggestions to the Republican 
leaders of this State, but we will, perhaps, 
be excused for informing Mr. Finiey that 
the time has now arrived for him to perform 
a Napoleonic piece of strategy. It is settled 
and determined that the Mutineers, under 
the leadership of BURCH, are going to hold a 
State Convention at Jefferson City on the 20th.

He Allows One of Pinkerton’, 
Detectives to Make a Rich 
Haul. 
he 
Arrest of Dr. Scott for Complicity in the 
Kewanee Bank Robbery—A Clever 
Capture Made Under the Noses 
of the St. Louls De- 

tectives. 


A remarkable arrest was made fn this city 
last Monday night, im connection with the 
bank robbery which occurred at Kewanes, 
Ill. Detective E. J. Kennedy, of Pinkerton, 
Agency, visited the residence of Dr. J. J, 
Scott, the well-known dentist, at 11338 Wash. 
ington avenue, and quietly took Scott into 
custody for complicity in the robbery, 
The dentist denied sail connection with the 
matter, and left for Chicago last night, con- 
senting to go without a requisition. The 
story of the robbery, as at first told, was as 
follows: On the afternoon of August 14 two 
men Visited the First National Bank ai Ke. 
wanee, Iil., and asked permission to leave a 
satchel, which they said was valuable. At 
6 o'clock on the same day they re« 
turned and knocked at the door 


of the side entrance to the bank. 
At the time J. J. Pratt, the assistant cashier, 
and Miss Harris, a clerk, were inside fixi 
up the acconnts. The young lady answe 
the knock. When she opened the door she 
was knocked insensible by a blow from one 
of the men, and thetwo then rushed in and 
ordered Pratt tothrow up his hands. The 
cashier and his lady assistant were tied and 
gagged, and shut upin the vault. The rob- 
bers Look away $20,000, $6,000 of which was in 
gold, -towing the punder in the sa’chel. 
Chen the stor, went on that Pratt, who was 
an expert locksmith, succeeded in getting 
out of the safe avd gave the alarm, but the 
cobbers had already made their escape. This 
story was believed for some time, but the 
bank cfficials immediately secure: the service 
of the Pinkerton Aveocy of Chicago, and De. 
tective Kennedy was sent to Kewanee. He 
gotacew in quick order, . 

A Chicago drummer, named Edward N. 
Welch, had been seen around Kewanee, and 
he was immediately suspec ed. The drummer 
had skipped outiaa hurry, and the detec. 
tive followed him. After along search, and 
by the assistance ofalady friend of Weich, 

ennedy finally captured the drummer, who 
was traveling under the alias of W. EK. Nor. 


ton, in Chenango county, New York. He 
was taken back to Chicago and 
then he told his story, which was 


very different from the one given above, 
He -aid that Dr. Scott, of St. Louis, and 
formerly a resident of Kewanee, planned 
the alleged robbery, although he took no part 
init. Hefuriher stated that Pratt, the as- 
sistant cashier, was a pary to the whole 
transaction, and that, instend of $6 000 in gold 
being carried off in the valise, Prati hinjsell 
carried it off on the previous day. On the 
following day Welch and his companivn yis- 
ited the bank, tlecked up Pratt and 
Mis- Harris and took away the paper money. 
Weled refuses tu give the name an 
who heived him ip the visitto rhe bank, but 
be maiotains tbat Dr. Scott arranged the job 
sod also introduced him to Pratt, who, at the 
time of the robbery, knew him well. Some 
‘(ime ago Pratt paida check on the bank 
drawn by Welch, andit was afterward: dis- 
covered that the latter bud no 
money on deposit. The bank crfiicials 
atiributed the *mistake” to Prati’s ignorance 
When Kennedy arrested Dr. Scott at his res- 
idence Monday night, the latter dep 
knowledge ofthe partie. connected with the 
robbery. He was quietly locked up at the 
Four Courts, and yesterday he admitted thar 
he had made the acquaintance of Welch at 
Kewanee, IIl., in the vear 1879, but stili pro- 
tested that he knew nvthing about the bank 
matter. Detective Kennedy aod his prisoner 
left last night on the Chicago train, 

As published in yesteraday’s Post-Dis- 
PATCH Pratt was arrested ai Kewanee and 
iv also held for complicity in the robbery. 
The de ectives are cu. fident that thev are on 
the trail of the man who heiped Welch do the 
job. Scott, it is stated, is principaliy known 
tn the vicinity of Kewanee as a poker -iayer. 
Aboutayear ago he and Welch were re« 
ported to be implicated in a big swin- 
die, in which the same bank suffered. 
For some reason, however, the prosecution 
Was never pushed. The only evideuce now 
against the dentist is Weich’s,confession, but 
Detective Kenaedy is positive he has the 
right man, 

Fraok Watkins and the prize detective 
force under his charge knew nothing of Ken- 
uedy’s movements, norefthe charge agaiust 
Scott, Until Pinkerton’s man applied for as- 
sistance to make the arrest. 


A FINE POKER PLAYER, 
CHICAGO, August 30.—Dr. Scott, arrested 
for complicity in the bank robvery at Kewa- 
nee, Was known there chiefly as a fine poker 


player and a rubicund-faced high liver. He 
was intimate with Pratt and Weich. The 
intimacy is believed to have caused Prati’s 
downfall,

LEVEE WORKERS. 
-asenaiiaallin iin : 
‘The Negro Roustabout and H 
Peculiar Characteristics. 
| saisniaiiilinadttgs 
His Habits—The Boarding and Eating- 
House Proprietors. 


A city character but little known outside of 
the business community is the river roust- 
spout. St. Louis is too young to have the 
waterside characters of London, but the 
place is filed by the fail fledged negro 
roustabout, Who is an interesting specimen, 
Just now, Quring the dull ‘trade in 
the South, and preparatory to 
the opening of the fall business, 
the cily has its maximum river 
population, viz.; about 1,200. In a few 
days the fall businées willopen and the ne- 
groes begin to “ship” for south and north 
river poluts. During his residence in the 
city tbe roustabout confines himself to his 
Jocality on the Levee. Any afiernoon they 
can beseen grouped about a pile of skids, 
eating Walermelons, which are purchased by 
contribution. While waiting for work gangs 
can be seen On the skid piles along the 


corb of the upper plane of the 
levee or with their feet daugling over the 
outer edge of the wWharfboats, discussing 
some mate, fight, Capacity of boats, men, 
and similiar topics. * 

WHERE THEY LIVE, 

The river roustaboucs are divided into two 
classes. The oneisthe negro having the 
responsibility of a woman and children on 
bis hands; the other isthe single, foot loose 
map, “ho bas no rules about ‘“shippine’’ 
and who would just as soon be in one port 
as another. Noue of the men 
with famities live along the river front. They 
are quartered in the district bounded by 
Sixth avd Twelfthand Christy avenue ana 
Carr streets, in the northern part of the city, 
and Sixth and Twelfth aod VUlark avenue and 
Market street, in the Ce: trai Police District. 
Of tbe former localizy Wiid Cat Chute, Clab- 
ber ailey, the avenue and M  -rgan street 


are the most densely crowded, whiie 
Dog avd Pontius Pilate ajleys, be- 
tween Sixth and Seventh and Myrile 


and Spruce streets, and Tenth and 
Walnut streets, are the favorite residence 
portions. The wants of the single rousta- 
bout are supplied on the riverfront. There 
are al preseul twenty-seven saloons and eat- 
ing-hvuses between Chvuuteau avenue and 
Washiogton avenue. This number does not 
include many of the smaller estabiishments 
Without saluons, Where some of the negrves 
are-npured ai d fed. the ‘bluck between 
Marke. avd Chestnut streets there are eight 


saloons doug a thriving business. All these 
places are run On the fame plan. The frunt 


portion of the first fluor is 
cecuplied by the bar, to the rear of which is 
the dining-rvuom, which consists of a few 
jong pine board tables, covered with oil-cioth, 
and beoches extending on either side. Io 
the rear +f the dining-rvom, and frequently 
in full view of ibe stout-hearted eater, is 
the culinary department, where tne atuff is 
prepared for the tavle. The cCeliars or 
giound floors of any of the houses are 
not used, as nine months out of the 
year itis filled with stagnant water and cess- 
pools after the last high waiter. The second 
storyis usually occupied by the proprietor 
and bis family, while the rest of the building, 
which is fiequently four or five stories bigu, 
is occupied as siee;ing apur:ments for the 
boarders, There are nv rooms in the Levee 
boaiding-houses, each floor serving § as 
& cvmmon dormitory. The system 
followewu in several of the houses is as fuol- 
lows; The guest on paying ten cents atthe
